Conductors, cdRcernIng idiose life 
I have only noted a few of tho duties 
and perplexitiei. are ii.il sj miieli sub- 
ject to the vieissiliidos of cold and wot 
Weather, and thoreforo have in many 
veepects belter opportunities than the 
brakoinon to avail themselves of the 
enjoymonis of a trainman's life. The 
risk to life aiiJ limb from coupling 
cars, etc , li a!s> ssmowhat less, 
j thouRli many a faithful conductor has 
lost his life in thu pcrformain'u uf a 
dangerous duty wliii^h he had assuui -d 
out of [TonerouH consideration for an 
Ine.vpericu' C I or ovcrworlicd snhor- 
dlnnto. ~/l. -lifani".

Facts and Figures In Favor of 
tern of Water Works. 

llow to provide a larger supply of 
water for household, sanitary, manu- 
facturing and fire-department pur- 
poses, has became a quostiou of groat 
practical importance to llopklnsville. 
Even with our present population, 
the existing supply is plainly inade- 
quate lo tho demand. It is eurtainly 
discreditable to the busiucsn Judg- 
ment aud enterprise of the plaee that 
during dry seasons water-carts sup- 
ply not a few families, asd manufac- 
tories have to rant water from out- 
side sources. It ia eellmated that the 
saving on Inanranee alone oonaequent 
on the oonatraelion of water-works 
would be oonaiderabiy larger than 
the interest on the sum required to 
furnish a perennial supply of water. 
If the saving within » period of ten 
years would liquidate the eott of 
water-works, economy strougly urg- 
es their causlruction at an early dale. 

With the prospect of greatly im- 
proved facilities fur mauufaeiuriiig 
and the distribulioii of preiliietH, Ihe 
construction of water-works bceoiiies 
a pressing neccssily, fur a water lam 
ino is the worat of rjiiiiiii-'K. 

Statistics gathered from various 
oltlea ahow t!i it the average number 
of gallons of water used daily, per 
capita, is I fbllows: Biiston (X); 
Cinoiunati 40 ; LiuUrllle 24 ; Newark 
20 ; Cbleago 64 ; Clereiand 32 Den- 
nis Long ft &>., iron pipe manufac- 
torers of Louisville, who have sup- 
plied water-works for many cities 
throughout the iVesI, state in their 
manual on this subject that non- 
manufacturing towns bjgiu with 
about 16 gallons per csplla, per day, 
aud Increase Ihe quantity about livo 
per cunt per aiiuum uutil about thir- 
ty gallons per capita per day are 
reached. In nisnufactiiriiig towns 
they begin with ::U gallons per capita 
per day, and increase to about 60 gal- 
iuna per day, at the rateot three per 
cent per unam. 

Statiatiet of Western towna show 
also that dariDg tbe past «t* years 
there are but few wbiob have not lust 
enough by Are forwantof oonveuieut 
water under pnssure, to build au ef- 
ficient system of water-works. 

The establishment of bucb a system 
would be a strong Inducement to 
manufacturers and olher persons ol 
espilal to locate here and plant largo 
Inveiitmeuls, and would enhance Ihe 
Vftlue of iniprovemeiit< (;eiicrally by 
inereafiiiig their Hi riiritj'. 

The city several years ehu-e vnlid 
ft subscription to build a slem ol 
water-works and the coulraut n an 
taken by an Eastern company which 
soon afterward failed, and no cU'ort 
has been made ainca to revive the 
work. 

Seventl of oar naoutiictories 
have obtained, by wells, a supply 
which more than meets their own 
wants. To what extent any of ihcto 
cuuld be utlllaed for larger use is 
ivorihy of luv«stigatiou. 

A manufacturer who has given 
much atteufioii to this subject (.\ 
presses the belief that an abuudant 
supply of water can be secured by 
daiiiiiiiiig Little Uiver, at a point 
near Ihe quarry. 'I'lie IoIIoh iiig dala 
are tho resulls of a prin iii jl en- 
gineer's observation. .\ ilam fee. 
in height, thrown ucruss l.illle liiver 
near the railroad quarry, would give 
a body of water .5,000 feet long hav 
ing au average widlb of SO feet and a 
mean depth ol 4 feet, a volume ui 
water equal to about 29,000,000 gal- 
lons. Numerous springs of ex<el 
lent water empty Into tbe ehanuel uf 
the river, and oonllnoally increase 
Its volume, no doubt in excess of da- 
ly eottsnmption. But at tbe rale of 
consumption per capita in other 
places, ss given shove, 211,000,000 gal- 
lons, without increase from spriugs, 
rain or snow falls wouM supply a 
town of 10,(XX) population, lor six 
months. 

It is well known llial water-works 
pay better, as an iiivcsliiieiil lhan 
most bank slock. The slock is rarely 
quoted because the owners seldom 
want to chsuge their investment. In 
this ease watered atoek is the best of 
slock. Tbefkct is so well under- 
lund that wise munlolpalitiee prefer 
that these works shall be owned by 
tlieir own oitlieni, who draw from 
this source an important municipal 
levcniie besides supplying water at 
lower rates than a private company 
would do.
